LAVAL WELCHES 

Morrie Shohet, McGiU's Students' Society President, and Adelbert 
Huard, Laval's counterpart, will not meet with Duplessls tomorrow as 
was originally scheduled. They were to discuss the financial problems 
of Quebec universities. 

Huard was supposed to make an appointment with the Premier. 
Instead he has decided to negotiate on his own and only about the 
problems of LavaLHe says that he does not want the issue confused 
•with politics and that he has nothing against Duplessls. He believes 
that the current opinion of tha .Laval student body is not to accept 
both Provincial and Federal aid but to work in co-operation with the 
Provincial Government to solve Its problems. 

Shohet last night stated, "Laval's decision to plead its own personal 
grievance independently of the other universities represents a breach 
of trust placed in Its undergraduate leaders by the other student 
presidents. It had committed itself to united action on the part of all 
students in the Province. It Is hoped that the present diversity will not 
be the cause of any irreparable harm towards a satisfactory solution 
of the controversy." 

The U of M is presenting the issue to. its council tonight. If they 
pass the resolution concrete steps will be taken to make an appointment, 
with Duplessls. H It is not passed a meeting with the Premier will be 
out of the question.

Middle East 



JERUSALEM, Oct. 29. (UP) — Israeli • troops 
invaded Egypt today and struck 81 miles into 
egyptlan territory before digging in almost within 
striking distance of the Suez Canal. ^ 

An Israeli military communique announced 
that the Israeli forces jumped off from the border 
near the Egyptian town of El Kuntilla. 

. They swep through the hot Sinai desert and 
rugged hills along the edge of the Et Tin Plateau, 
attacking . Egyptian "Suicide Commando" bases 
along the way. > 

The communique said the Invading force bad 
dug in west of tha major road junction at Nekhl, 
halfway to Suet at the southern entrance to the 
vital waterway. 



Israeli press briefing officers hinted the Israeli 
advance "guard may have approached to within 
19 miles of Suez. 

A high Israeli source denied that- the attack 
was in reprisal for Egyptian-sponsored Arab Com- 
mando attacks. 

"It is too large an operation to be described 
as reprisal," he said. "Nor is this war," he added. 
"This Is too small an operation for war. Therè la 
no bombing and no artillery." 

Asked whether the Israeli army would continue 
to occupy the Sinai Desert, a high source said 
only "That will depend on developments." ' 

He pointed out that a large part of the Egyptian 
army was now In the Sinai Desert with modern 
Russian tanks. 



Hungary

VIENNA, Oct. 29. (UP) — Hungarian rebels 
tonight rejected the communist government's 
turn-about, Moscow-dictated, ultimatum to sur* 
render. 

In the heart of scarred and hungry downtown 
Budapest, 2,000 rebels held out in killan barracks 
against a ring of Soviet tanks, field guns and 
mortars. Outside tha city, the rebel radio con* 
tlnued Its defiant broadcasts. 

United Press correspondent Anthony Cavendish 
, witnessed the Soviet siege of Killan barracks 
from a sheltered nearby doorway, He reported 



that burned and smashed Soviet equipment lit- 
tered the battleground surrounding the barracks. 

He said a freedom fighter told him the men 
inside the barracks will die before surrendering. 

He said the Russians had not yet launched an 
all-out attack but as he watched, machine guns 
were beating their tatoo under the heavy fire 
of cannon and the dull thump of Russian mortars. 

Today the government of Premier Imre Nagy, 
with an accompanying announcement from Mos- 
cow, reneged on its promise that all Soviet forces 
were evacuating the capital. 

Instead, it said some Soviet forces would remain 
until 24 hours after the last Insurgents had sur- 
rendered their arms.

The Univer- 
sity, even if it stands alone in Quebec, should continue to seei aid 
from -any source including federal. Mr. Duplessis should remember 
the quotation about a gift to e university honouring the donor rather 
than the recipient.

Cere ayain I should like 
to recall the heroism ef the stu- 
dents of the -"Vienna and Budapest 
Universities in 1948, when .they 
took to 'arrns in a gallant bid tor 
the freedom ef the press and ill 
nationalities .of the Hups burgh 
Empire. The three universities of 
Budapest were the jumpingeff 
points of many counter-revolutions 
during the Red regime after World 
War I, Just like they are now. I 
am glad to see that -Old McGill;

to none. Petty Utile men like Mr. 
Duplessis can do little against such 
spirit even If he does have hun- 
dreds of policemen to keep us 
from reaching him. Perhaps one

ARAB CLUB 

Hisham Nashabl, President of 
the Arab Club at McGill, had the 
following comments on Israel's 
attack on Egypt. 

"The attack Is another proof of 
the aggressive policy Israel' has 
been following all the way through. 
Now there will be no more doubt 
in the minds of my fellow students 
that Israel is the agrcssor. 

A distinction must.be made bet- 
ween Israel and the 'Jews. We have 
nothing against the Jews. They live 
in our midst and we have nothing 
against them. Our quarrel is with 
Israel. 

The Arabs have always chosen 
to make peace on a sound basis, 
This basis is to abide by the reso- 
lution made at the' UN and signer 
by Israel. These include rectifica- 
tion of the boundaries, resettle- 
ment of Arab refugees and inter 
nationalization of Jerusalem. Israel 
has made no attempts toward these 
ends. 

I hope Israel will not pursue this 
policy. It's dangerous not only to 
the Middle East but to the world 
as a whole. I hope the western 
democracies will now see the si- 
tuation as it really exists.

Manuel Rlklis, the President of 
the Israeli Club at McGill, had the 
following comments on the attack 
of Israel into Egypt. 

"Suppose I come to you and give 
you a knock on the nose every day 
for quite a few days, wouldn't you 
at the end of a certain period of 
time get up ànd knock me out 
completely. 

Egypt trains Fedaycen (suicide 
sqc-ads). Suicide squads are trained 
not just to blow up police stations 
but to kill civilians, women and 
children.

I believe that these are defen- 
sive measures, a reprisal for form- 
er attacks to wipe out once and 
for all the basis for mauraders. 

Egypt claims that she Is still at

ely being international property. 

Egypt has not tried to 'coexist 
with Israel. The future deperids on 
the Arab nations. If they stop their 
attacks, exist for other purposes 
than destroying Israel, give Israel 
her legal sailing rights, the situa- 
tion might be one of peace.
